Wherever the 
voice becomes audible its earnest de­ 
nunciations of the prince of Wales are 
accompanied by regrets at his nearness 
to the throne.

Unitarian and 
Presbyterian—have already recorded 
their condemnations. 
Boards of guar­ 
dians are going out of their accustomed 
paths to discuss motions branding the 
gambling propensities4>f the prince of 
Wales as a disgrace to the country. 
Several liberal societies have adopted 
protests against his continuance in the 
army. The agitation has every char­ 
acter of permanence. 
It has not yet 
touched more than a fringe of the polit­ 
ical parties, but ere long the glowing 
fierceness of the popular heat must 
penetrate to the core of politics, caus­ 
ing party action within and without 
parliam ent 
It is understood that the prince of 
Wales is keenly stung at the adverse 
press criticisms which have been show­ 
ered upon him from all quarters.
